RS. PRATT, the intervals telling about 
her Ellis Island work, has led the children 
through suecessful songs, drill few 
words English, march which each child 
held flag and sang, White, and Blue, 
All Love You!” and has now settled her charges 
for occupational period.

This may caused 
the need communicate with friends rela- 
tives, failure pass some prescribed test, 
the exigencies quota law, one 
many other causes. This detention may last 
for months, and these children, who may 
never ashore, who will take back Soviet 
Russia, disorganized Austria and Germany, 
struggling France, and the primitive moun- 
tain and valley hamlets the smaller principali- 
ties the glad memory American child-gar- 
den. 

The child who follows the Ellis Island gesture 
the approved passport, having been the 
kindergarten there, comes with 
the hope for continuation the life the spirit 
which gladdens him there.
